New York, November 14. — Tlie first Chinaman who 
ever nsle In a race in the United States as far as 
knoa'i). had the mount on James Laughliu's 
lloswell in the first race at Aqueduct today. He 
was last away from the |>ost but made up some 
sround, then was cut off but knew enough to come 
through next to the rail. His mount ran unplaced, 
lleauclere won, but got off In the rear division and 
liad to be whipped out to win. The Chinese jockey’s 
name is James and he has been in the employment 
of llie Delaware stable for about a year. 

Fred Taral and his son are here today, and will 
go to Los Angeles. The boy rode four winners out 
of tw mounts ill Austria aud was liaudicapped because 
lie was not alloweii seven pounds in races In which 
native riders got the allowance. 

A rejKirt here is that as a sequel of the trial 
of the Beunlngs liookmakers, there will be no 
stools at the Bennings meeting and that the well- 
known layers will move about constantly so as to 
avoid being charged with niaintaiBlng a place for 
laying odds. It Is also said that this will be the 
method pursued on New Y’ork racetracks next year. 

Miller’s foul tactics were again the talk of the 
track. He had the mount on Mintia In the third 
race and when entering the stretch he sharply cut 
over to the right and helped to shut out Varietes, 
then continued to bear out all the way home and 
the two finished nmler the shadow of the judges’ 
stand, Mintia a head In front of Varietes. Foul 
was claiiutH) but not allowed. Mintia is now owned 
by Uoy Offutt, known as one of tlie biggest book- 
makers in the ring. 

Ill the Oakdale Handicap Frank (Jill was stiff and 
sore, as if full of riieumatism, and for the first three 
furlongs 'could not keep pace with the others. Stray, 
now owned by .Matt Byrnes, led all the way. Zani- 
lK‘si fought hard to get up, but could not. Stray 
was formerly owiieil Iiy J. W. Henning, who recently 
failisl 111 'Wall Street. 

The longest race of the nK-etlng was won 
by .\. ,M iiskoila.v. Jolin F. Ahearii was nearly kius'kiHl 
down at the start, wliich took phice directly in 
front of the ceirter of tlie betting ring. 

The fifth race, won by Handzarra, was a great 
form reversal, she winning away off while the 
favorite. Dreamer, was wretchedly ridden by Miller, 
who let him get into more pockets than any one 
thought possible to exist. Handzarra had no opposi- 
tion apparently. 

BOOKMAKER DAVIS CONVICTED. 

Washington. D. C., November 14. — The case of 
iHiokmaker William Davis, of New York, was de- 
cided ailvcrsely to the defendant today by the jury 
after iadng out for something over an hour. The 
defendant’s attorneys had filed a motion that the 
jury be directed to acquit on the grounds that the 
facta presented by the government do m>t consti- 
tute a violatlou of the anti-gainbiiiig law. This 
motion was today argued at length and denied. 
I’rayers were submitted, after ivbicb the ease went 
to tlie jury. 

There is a iiookinaking and |km >1 selling statute 
wlilcb prohibits Iiookniakiiig inside of Washington 
iH’ within one mile of the city. As Beiiiiiiigs Is 
outside the oiie-mile limit, betting at the track could 
not b«^ reachwl under that law. I’roceedlngs to 
test the power of the iKillce to stoji lietting at 
Beiuihigs were therefore instituted by District At- 
torney Baker under sections SflS and 868 of tlie 
District Code, which i>rohibits setting up gaming 
tables anywhere in the District of Columbia. 

The contention of the government, which was 
sustained, was tiiat Ihiris is a bookmaker and had 
his plai-e of bushiess at Bennings and that while 
lie liad no book he occupied a s|»eclficd place and 
received money at odds which were e.xliiblted on 
different horses, aud tliat tliis brought him within 
a purview of tlie statute piohlbitlng the setting 
up of a gaming .Zable.

Uc likes 
to bet bis money on his own judgment and though 
a big loser at times lie has never been known to 
complain. The only fault he has ever found has 
lieeu with the sting.v bookmakers who have con- 
sistently refused to lay liberal prices against the 
Drake horses — a fact that is conclusive evldiaice 
that the Chicago man has tried to win at all times. 
If Mr. Drake decides to come back to racing next 
year It Is probable that lie will do so Independently. 
Durnell w’ill train for Mr. Gates and it Is possible 
that he w'ill also handle the horses of Mr. Drake. 
But whether he does or not Mr. Drake wdll always 
have a warm spot In his heart for WIshard, who, 
according to the owner of Ort 'Wells, never broke 
his word, always did his best and ranks with the 
best haiMllers of racehorses In the world. 

NOTED ENGLISH SIRE DEAD. 

Amplilon. sire of Lally, favorite for the last 
Epsom Derby, Is dead. During his career Amphion 
was very successful and woo many races, including 
the Jubilee and Rous Memorial Stakes. In the stud 
he was noted as a sire of sprinters, and, although 
Lally was favorite for the Derby many shrewd 
judges would have none of him, because of 
the disinclination of the get of Amphion to 
go a long route. He was the sire of Sunridge, the 
champion sprinter of his day. Isidor, a good sprinter 
In tills country and now la the stud at Hurrlcana, 
Is a son of .\mpbioii. I>ainiient, a good winner of 
a few sea.sons back, was also another representative 
to i-ace in this country.

LATONIA ATTENDANCE UF TO THE AVERAGE 
DESPITE UNCOMFORTABLE WEATHER. 

Harlequin Scores in the Steeplechase— Colloquy in 
Early Spring Form — Backed Long Shot 
Defeats Henry 0. 



Cincinnati, CWiio, November 14. — 0>ld, raw and 
uninviting weather did not keep down the attendance: 
at Latonia today. The card was a difficult one 
from which to select winners and only two first 
choices landed In front. These were Meadowbreeze, 
which won the six furlongs condition race in handy 
fashion, and Harlequin, the heavily backed favorite, 
which won the steeplechase over the clubhouse 
course easily. This latter race brought about a 
series of accidents that lent Interest to the con- 
test. Bank Holiday, the tip fm: the cross-country 
race and ridden by Russell, was left at the post, 
Russell apparently believing that be had too much 
the worst of It when the barrier went up. As the 
race was run Harlequin was best and won easily. 
Maverick ran out shortly after the start and 
Naughty B. and SquamTerer both felL The latter 
took a bad looking cropper over the water jump 
while going the second time around and Walker 
who rode, was badly shaken up. He was carried 
off the track but later regained consciousness and 
was removed to a hospital. He received a contusion 
on the right side of the head which is not be- 
lieved to be serious. 

Two well-timed tips aided speculators In tlie 
argument with the sixteen books which drew In. 
These were Colloquy and Ida Merimee. The former 
Is from the stable of George Holle and Is a filly 
that liad showed good form early in the season. 
She was bet on heavily by her connections and at 
profitable odds. Outsiders had little knowledge 
diiout Ida Merimee, but tliisse on the inside were evi- 
dently well Informed, for her price receded a 
number of iioints at post time aud it was said that 
one of the biggest killings of the season was made 
on her narrow victory from Henry O. 

M. J. Daly will ship a carload of horses to Ne\V 
Orleans tomorrow consisting of four of his own and 
six belonging to E. Corrigan. They will be rein- 
forced at Louisville before the journey is continued 
southward. 4 

Tom Sayers, who trains for Lemp Bros., the St. 
l.ouls lirewers, shipped to tliat city today and will 
winter there, taking up a number of yearlings that 
the stable has in training. 

Ida Merimee, winner of the last race, was bid up 
trom $300 to $600 and retained by tbe stable. 

Max Samuelson, proprietor of Senorita Stud at 
Lexington, was a visitor at the track and expressed 
the opinion that a new racetrack was certain to be 
in operation in the upper river country next summer. 

Scott Hudson after a visit to the big fall trotting 
sales In New York will go on to Atlanta, Ga., aud 
rest up there until the spring season begins. Out- 
shine, that ran in tbe jumping race, pulled up lame. 

ASCOT PABK TO OPEN AS SCHEDULED. 

Ix)8 Angeles, Cal., November 14. — George Rose, 
after a conference with some of the directors of the 
Los Angeles Jockey Club this morning, announced 
that the forthcoming meeting at Ascot Park would 
surely open as scheduled on Thanksgiving Day. Mr. 
Rose realizes that the victcary of the annexationists 
bas placed his track in a bad position, but he dues 
not think tbe city officials will make any move 
toward closing the meeting. He thinks that the 
fact that the track people have been put to great 
expense in preparing for the meeting and also that 
tbe horsemen who are now on tbe ground have ex- 
pended large sums In shipping their stables here, 
will prompt the city officials not to make any ad- 
verse action this winter. Mr. Rose leaves tonight 
for San Francisco and will be back in tbe course of 
a week. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Fred Biirlew and Frank O’Neill have jointly made 
sixty-eight uouiiuatlmis to the City Park Stakes. 

Before ,\thlete won the Roslyn Handicap his 
owner had about made np bis mind to put the colt 
in the sale list. It is different now. 

St. Amant, which last year gave twenty-four 
pounds and a sound beating to Polymelus, broke 
down w’bile running In tbe Cambridgeshire aud 
has been retired to the stud. 

Holscher is expected to be a formidable candidate 
for the Washington Cup at two miles and a quarter, 
and tbe Maximum Stakes at three miles, and It 
seems that a Brighton Cup winner might land both 
events. 

Francis Trevelyan Is credited with having pur- 
chased a farm in tbe bluegrass country near 
Charlottesville, 'Va. It Is within five miles of 
Bllerslle Stud and wiU in part be devoted to breed- 
ing thoroughbreds. 

It is reported that Okenite will not be raced at 
Bennings, but will be sent forthwith into winter 
quarters at Garnett, S. C„ for a long rest before 
being prepared for a vigwous campaign next spring. 
Smiling Tom will probably be the Belmont repre- 
sentative In the Grand Consolation. 

Henry Avis, In charge of ten horses from tlie 
breeding larm of William Mulkey, lias arriveil at 
New Orleans. It was reported that Mulkey ainl 
Avis had retired from racing, but the report ■was 
evidently erroneous. The Mulkey farm always sends 
good horses to tiie races and any that .\vls sends to 
the post are to be viewed respectfullj'.

New York, November 14. — WJnnle O’Connor Is 
becoming renowned for versatility. In addition to 
spending his time riding on the flat in both France 
and Germany, and engaging in cycling races with 
the crack Continental professionals, he came out as 
a steeplechase rider at Auteull last week. He will 
ride over jumps this winter for Eugene Leigh’s 
stable. 

When he was a mere lad riding at ninety pounds 
he would school Daly’s jumpers until Daly was 
lustructi'd that he must no longer permit him to 
do so. O’Connor should make good as a cross- 
country rider if he goes at it in earnest. 

A BADLY MISTAKEN POLICY. 

“The injury to jockey Sewell, which brought about 
his death, served to give the local racing authorities 
the opportunity to secrete something from the turf 
scribes. Every obstacle was placed in the path 
of the reporters by the management of the Aqueduct 
track to prevent the former from finding out liow 
seriously the boy was hurt,” says the New York 
World. “Not a memlrer of the press was allowed 
to visit the jockey in the room where the physicians 
were In attendance on him and to all inquiries con- 
cerning the extent of his Injuries, the reply was 
made: ’Oh, he is only shaken up a trifle.’ 

“In case of an accident it has ever been the 
policy of the raoltrg association to screen as long 
as possible tbe resnlt, if it was serious or fatal. 
Tire ofilcl.ils seem Imbtred with the silly notion that 
Ire sending orrt a garl)led or false report of an 
injured Ikj.v’s condition they would escape possible 
criticism l>ecau 8 e of tbe mishap. It was this 
reason that caused one of them to tell the members , 
of the press that jockey Frelshon, who was killed j 
at the Gravesend track, was not more seriously j 
hurt tii.irr a broken collarbone. At the time the j 
official said this the boy was dead and the official ( 
knew it.”
